“Filpinos;” for he would be as greatly mis- 
taken, as one would be; if he claimed having 
seen China and its people after visiling Hong- 
kony. To see the typical “ Filipinos,” one 
Wust. travel beyond the reach of ocean craft; 
leave al! signs of railroads behind, and yo to 
the ninotain villages of the Negritos (little 
blacks), the sboriginals of the Philippines, now 
almost extinct nlhough they are stil met in the 
Zunb es mountains, and in some parts of the 
Bagayan valley. Apparently, they, do not 
number over thitty thousand souls, and as the 
result of continuous, wars made upon them by 
uther tribes the race iy fast becoming extinct. 
Of all the native tribes found in tte: islands, 
they are the snialle:t, “with /shoit curly hair 
and jet black complexion, the peculiarity from 
which .they :derive their name, ‘They are 
peacefully inclined, submissive and readily 
submit to any new government, Their customs 
ware amust antiquated, and, they’ live entirely 
by hunting, using spears, bows and, arrows 
whiie they ulso.do a-great deal of trapping. 
Although it is claimed that they are the abori- 
ginats of the islands, they are practically with- 
out a history, and many of them do not even 
know arything about their forefathers; their 
nricestry appearing wholly obliterated. A large 
number do not know any name, unless it be 
ihe tribal distinction given them by the chief 
of the tribe to which they belong. They have 
no knowledge of literature, and are without 
signs or symbols, which it is claimed existed 
among the islanders prior to the arrival of the 
Spaniards: Regarding their customs, habits 
and ma:.ners, they are found to-day practically 
as they were centuries ago, and as they will 
surely pa 3 into another generation, 

. THE IGORROTES OF "NORTHERN LUZON 
ae probably the next best known of the’ 
pagan tribes, and although they — still 
wear the. Gestring. (breech: loth) as- their only 
clothing they approach closer ta civilization 
than any other of the uncivilized tribes, 
many of which may rightfully be called 
wholly civilized, The latter, inhabiting the 
provinces of ‘Bnguet, Bontoc and Sepanto 
build towns or tettlements (called rancheras) 
and cultivate the land extensively, but when -it 
comes ta labour, they do rat differ from other 
classes of “Filipinos,” believing that. lahour 
«as made solely for women, Hence the men 
will sit down’ alongside of a field and with 
bow and arrow, or spear in hand, guard the 
women while they till the soil. Many of the 
Iyorrotes have been christianized by Spanish 
priests ;. and to-day ‘are firm beticvers in 
Roman Catholicism. The . greater Majority, 
however, are | neither Christians = nor 
Mohammedans, and have. a fanatical re- 
ligion, which they support through ancestral
